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Hon. Leonard Myers on Reconstruction.
W have before us a specch on the sulject of
Reconstruction, delivered in Congress on the
24th ult., by the Honorable LEoNARD Mykns,
of this city. It is an able and temperate
argament, based upon practical common
panse considerations, He deems it useless to
discuss whether the Rebel States have ever
been out of the Union; but contents himself
with the following statement of facts, upon
which all can agree :—

“For four years these eleven States were be
ond the national control, Tohey defied the
Jonstitution and laws ol the Union. They set
up & rew Comslitution, anfrrepublican and
founded on glavery. As States, so far as they
could, they severed the bonda which knit them
to the resl.  They broke up tbelr old State gov
ernments and erecied new ones, and made now
lnws to suit the condition they were trying to
bring sbout. Whether they sere in or our of
the Upion is guiie immaterial. Unly three
days before his death My, Lancons pronounced
this ‘a merely pernicious abstraction,' '‘We all
agree,’ said he, ‘that the seceded Blates, so-
calied, are out of their proper practical relation
with the Union, and that the sole object of the
Government, eivil and military, is to again got
them into that proper practical relation.’ Presi-
dent Jonxsox, in his annual messaze, telly us
‘their funclions are suspended.' 1 aceept these
detinttions, and believe 1n them,"

These States being thus “out of their prac:
tical relations with the Union,” as Mr, Lix-
coLN expressed it, or “their lunctions being
suspended,” as Mr. JonxsoN calls it, the
honorable member next inquires by what
power these practical relations, these sus-
pended functions, can be restored? His
answer is emphatic—that in this country the
law-making power is supreme, and except
when the assent of the Executive aids in
passing the lnw, his sole power 15 to execute
it. Either, then, these States could legally
reatore themselves, or Congress, the law-mak-
Ing power, must do it. This point is strongly
put, as follows :—

“Either the rebellious States could legally at
sny time doring the Rebellion huve resumed
their placea in tue Conrress ol the [opisn, or
they could nor, If the law then or now would
have permitied it, then or now it conld be done
without order, dircction, or authority from the
President. The decision, then, rests either with
these States or with Congress."

But the idea would be monstrous that these
rebellious States, while making war upon the
nation, could have sent even loyal members
to Congress ; and equally absurd is it that the
mere fact of their having been unsuccessful
in their pefarious attempt to overthrow the
Government should at once and of itselfl work
their immediate and unconditional restora-
tion to participation and power in it. Hence
the whole matter rests with Congress, This
is clearly shown to have been the opinion of
President LiNcoLX, repeatedly and explicitly
expressed In his officlal utterances, as well as
of the previous Congress.

The conditions of restoration thus resting
with Congress, Mr, My kR8s next proceeds to
inquire, What are the conditions on which
any rebellious State shall be entitled to repre-
sentation in the National Councils? And he
replies as follows :—

“That it shall confarm by it~ Constitution and
laws 1o the ehange in politicsl relations brought
about h{ the war, acoepling the issue in good
faith, submitting 10 sucu eeots ot Congress, aud
ratilying, il uired, sush amendments to the
Natioual Consticution as fairly and equally em-
by dy the results of this great change.”

This great change is that from slavery to
freedom; and it requires, first, “that no law
of any State lately in insurrection shall impose
by indirection a servitude which the Consti-
tution now lorbids;” and, secondly, “that each
State shall provile for equality before the
law, equal protection to life, liberty, and pro-
perty, equal right to sue and be sued, to
inherit, make contracts, and give testimony.”

But, in addition, there are certain other
great results of the war which should be for-
ever embodied in the organic law by constl-
tational amendment. One of these is to de-
clare by constitutional amendment that no
part of the Rebel debt shall ever be paid by
the United States, The war debt ot the
Union must be sacred; that of the Hebellioa
forever excluded.

Another and more vital amendment is one

which shall secure an equal and wuniform
baris of represeatation throughout the
Union. The restoration of the Rebel States,
without the previous adoptivn of this amend-
ment, would give to cach white man in the
South a representation In Congress and in
the Electoral College nearly twice that en~
joyed by each white man at the North ! This
can never be consented to. Mr, Myer3 goss
into the history of this inigquitous scheme of
representation, and shows so fully and clearly
the bearings of the enrire matter, that we are
constrained to glve th's portion ol his speech
in full, and to ask lor it the careful considera-
tion of every citizen. He says:—

“But there Is another amendment needed, -
volving s vitul prineiple, which was purtially
ylelded because of slavery, and <hould now be
reinstated,

“Under urticle one, section two, of the Consti.
tution—

sentation equally with whites;' the aame CaAnues
Q. Pivoxey who afterwards in the § mth

lina Convention, urging tho adoption of the Uon-
stitaticrn, snid:—

" ‘We dotormined that Reprosentativos should be
apportioned stwone the sryernl States by add ng to
|E. whole number ol free persoms throe-fltha of
the Alaves e thus obtained a revresentation for
our propevey.*

“Mr, Raxporrs ‘atged stronuounsly that ex-
press seourity ought to be provided for including
fluves in e ratio of representation, He lamented
thut such a sapicles o' property exmted, But, as
it did exigt, the nplders of 1t would require this
necurity.!

“On the other hand, Mr. Kina ‘thought the
admissfon of them slovg with whites st all
would creato great discontent among the States
having no slaves,'

“Govirxrvr Momrnia ‘could never agree to
glve such encouragement to the slave trade as
would be givon by aliowineg the Sonthern Statos
# representation (or nosroes.' and did not belleve
Pepnsylvania would sgree to ik

*'Mr, Grrny, thought property not the rale of
representation; why, then, should the blacks,
who were properly in the South, ve in the rale
of representation more than tho enlie and
horses ol the North !

‘M1, Witsos suld ‘he did not well see on whut
prnciple the admission of blacks ip the propor-
tiun of three-fiithe could be explmned. Are
they admitted as citivens? Then why are they
not admitted on an equality with white citizens !
Are they admitted a= property ! Then why is
pot vther property admitied into the computa-
tion ! These were diflicuities which he thought
must be overruled by necessity or compromise;’
and accordmgly this ‘compromisine expediont
ol the Constitution,'sas Madison terms i1, this
incquality, based upon wrong, was adopted, the
game proporiion entering mto the basis ol
taxation. And so from the loundstion of the
Goverpment the South has had this uoiair
represcutation in the Nstional Counells, to
make up for which a direct tux, only collected
nlew tmes 1 our history, and which might
well be ropealed or Its basis chaneed, has beon
pominaily imposed on them in the same rartio,

“Slavery being dead, It becomes us at onoe Lo
alier the rr-.rrvsmlt'mon toanded npon it. | ask
it on behali of the North; in the cause of the
Uvion, which shouldjnever again be disturbed
by n discussion ol the gquestioo; in conformiy
with the representatior adopted by the Southern
States themaclves; and 1 ask thar an amenl-
ment embodving It nay be passed by Oongress,
even it npot racted, betore any fusurrectionury
State is again represented hore,

*The whole number of Representatives in
Congress 18 estublished by law at two hunadred
and lorty-one.

“The South under the next apportionment
must ¢ither lose their representation on three-
firths ol the negroes, or gain two-fiths and
mount to power oo the whole.  Taless the ratio
be altered the South witl gai  twelve membeors;
those twelve mewmbors will be taken from the
number we now have, equvalent to a gain tor
the South ol twenty-lour. I[i they be so gained
the vote of every white man in the South will
be nearly cqual to two al the North, aod the Re
bellion will have proinced lor the former more
power than tne arch-traitor JErrersos Davis,
i his lonez yenrs ol plotting and tondest visions
of uristoecncy, ever compassel.  Lel the labor-
g man who has given s son 1o the couniry
pouder over this i-ct, wnd the representative
bewnte how he votes axuy the liberties ot the

people.”

Mr. MyeRrs next shows that the Rebel
States are striking out the colored popula-
tion from the basis of representation In their
own Legislatures, and concludes that what
they are themselves doing with reference to
their local representation cannot be far wrong
when applied to their rcpresentation in Con-
gress.

He next quotes President JoHNsoN in
favor ol this measure, as tollows =

“In 1842, Axorew JomssoN introduced the
following resolution into the Tennessee Loegis-
Inture;—

- tesolved, That the basia to be observed in laying
the State off wto Coneresmonal distriots shall o the
voung population withou! any regard to the thres-
Jifthy of the negro population.’

“Last Qctober, in conversation with Groror
L. STEARNS, since pubhshed, he still spoke ap-
provingly of the idea. If the same ANDREW
Jouxson, now the Chief Magistrate of a great
republic, will give this or some kindred plan his
supyort in this trying juncture, 1 beleve it will
pass Congreéss as un smendment to the Consti-
tution, and be ndopted by three-fourths of the
States in o few months and then, sir, these in-
sarrectionary States; having conformed to the
laws ae I have stated, I for one am in tavor of
receiving from them such loyal Representalives
as they muy send, and binding up every wound.”

Mr. MyERS closed with a glowing allusion
to the future of our country, when once we
shall bave tully settled these great questions
upon the everlasting basls of justice and right.
His speech, as a whole, Is one of the best de-
livered during the present session of Congress ;
and that is saying a good deal, for the House
of Representatives now numbers among its
members many very able men,

The Advantage of Speedy Justice in
Capital Trials,
Tue commission of the frightful DEARING
murder, the arrest of the criminal, the trial, con-
viction, and sentence follow so fast upon each
other, that they appear to spectators as one
conpected event, rather than as a crime with
its retributive justice Rapidity in the execu-
tion of punishment on the offender, the deed
being immediately succeeded by its conse-

| quences, cannot but have a most beneficlal

effect on the popular mind. When we see
the almost instantaneous deserts meted out
to evil-doers, we gradually confouud the
erime and punishment, and look upon one as
the certain corollary of the other, We have
few Instances on record in which more haste
was observed in the infliction of the due re-
ward of villany. On the Oth of April, Ax-

| good and honest standing in the community.
| On the Tth a series of murders wers commit-
| ted; on the 12th they were discovered; on
the 15th the murderer was in Moyamensing ;
on the 17th the Grand Jury brought in 4 true
bill; on the 10th the case was called up in
| sourt: on the 24th the trial commenced; on

the 20th the jury rendered a verdict of guilty,

Te-morrow, the 1st of May, he will be sen-
| tenced, and probably on Friday week, the
, 11th, be will expiate his offensvs on the gal-
| lows. Thus within the space of one month
{ from the day on which the murder was dis-
| covered has the last act of the great trajedy
! been concluded.
. This rapidity serves to deter men from

BERT, lo whom was delegated the difcult
and unpopular task of conducting the de.
fénse, cannot but excite admiration. Oalled
upon unexpectedly to defend a hopeless cause,
they fulfilled thelr duty with a loroe unex-
pected, and made the strongest posible case
out of what was already irrevocably lost be-
cause of facts, The charge of his Honor
Judge Ar.rison was also a model in the way
of summing up the points of argument, and
explaining to the jury, in the clearest possible
light, any doubtful legal technleality, 1t was
masterly and impartial. And when on the
morrow tho solemn death sentence shall be
passed, the curtain will fall on the legal por-
tion ol the tragedy, and only rise agaln to
show the vindieation of the laws, and the
obedience to the command, “Whosoever
sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood
be shed.”

The Democratic Theory of Crime.

“"Now, considering that when the people of
the Bouth undertook to throw off thelr alle-
glance, Mr. Bugrnranasorr and his party denied
their right to do it, waged war to prevent them
irom domng it, sacriiced thousands of millions of
money and hundreds of thousands ol livea in
establishing the fact that they eculd not do it
it feems 1 little remarkable that Mr. Suevvua.
pARGER shiould be willing to officially recoznize
the renunclation of alleriance ou the parl of the
ex-Iebuls ae an accomphshed iact.”

Tre above, which we quote from a Demo-
crotic organ, is a fair specimen of the fallacies
resorted to by those who seek to relieve the
Iste Rebels from the consequences of their
crimes. The assumption quietly made is,
that we cannot recognize as a fuct what we
deny as o right. We denied the right ol the
people of the South to thriow off their alle-
ginnce, thersfore we cannot recognize the
fact that they did throw it off. The practical
result sought by this very singular method of
reasoning i1 to secure the Rebels from the
punishment due to their crimes. The Rebel
must not be treated as a Rebel, because we
denled his right to become one! We hardly
take up a Democratic paper, or read a Demo-
cratic speech now-a-days, which is not per-
meated all throngh with this fallacy. It lies
al the bottom of the entire conservative argu-
ment on reconstruction. The Rebel States
did not go out of the Union because they nad
no right to do so.

The plain common sense of the people re-
Jects all this fine-spun nonsense. The Rebel
States had no right to sccede, but they did
secede; they had no right to enter into any
“trealy, alliance, or confederation,” but they
did do it; they bad no right to make war
upon the nation, but they did do it; they had
no right to do any of the entire series ot acts
which constituted the Rebellion, but they did
do them. Now, however, these Democratic
wiseacres turn around and claim that, as the
Rebels had no right to do these things, there-
fore they shall be treated as though in lact
they never did do them. As South Carolina
never had any rieght to secede, we must now
treat her as though she never did secede,
and allow her to walk back into the Union,
holding her head as high as she did when she
walked out. As JB¥r. DAvis never had any
right to be the President ol the Southern Con-
federacy, we must treat him as though he
never had been that President, and open the
prison doors and let him go forth free,

This Democratic doctrine would be a very
convenient one for all kinds ol criminals, We
wonder ProssT don’t plead it,

Ax Orp Cram Revivep.—It used to be
the opinion of many Kentuckians, that a man
who was born in Kentucky was therefore a
little more pertect specimen of the genus
homo than could be found upon any other
portion ot the footstool. The “gallant”
“chivalrous,” “proud” Kentuckian never
ceased to be a perpetual source ot admiration,
at least to himselt, Since the breaking out of
the HKebellion we have heard less of this non-
sense than ususl, and had come to suppose
that Kentuckians were pretty much like other
folks., 'We learn, however, from a late speech
of Mr. RoussEAu, of that State, delivered be-
fore a Democratic gathering at Brooklyn,
that such is not the fact. For instance, we
are told, that the emotion of “fea:i'’ is one
unknown to the human breast in that locality.
No man*“born on her s0il” has been ever known
to “turn his back upon danger, let him be in
the Federal or Rebel army.” This will do
for rhetorle, but it Is poor stuff as fact, We
suppose Kentucklans are just about as brave
as the average run of mankind, but no
brever. The records of our late struggle will
show that when the necessity has been urgent,
they have been quite as ready to “turn their
backs” on danger as other tolks. Indeed, it
occurs to us now, that an eminent son of
that State, who once was Viee-Presldent of
the United States, has been turning his back
upon bhis native country for some time, be-
cause he is afraid to come home. We would
respectiully suegest that this ta'k about the
superiority ot Kentucky is pretty mugh
“played out,”

MErE BrAaaaDocio.—We entirely agroe
with a contemporary that “when Conoress-
men declare that they are ‘entirely responsi-
ble, not only here, but elsewhere' for what
they say, and that they are ‘responsible
every where,! and that they will ‘answer not
only here, but elsewhere, anywhere that it
may be agreeable to have an answer, and
that “the question of veracity could be set-
tled somewhere else,’ and that their ‘veracity
18 not to be called in question with impunity,
they simply render themselves ridiculous.”
